Oners taken in Hood's battle at Nashville 
reached the prison gate in December 
weather—cold enough to freeze scores of 
the poor fellows so severely that their feet 
and limbs were a!terward am putated—they 
were stripped at that gate to a single blan- 
ket, and turned in to nurse their frozen 
limbs in strawless beds. From those hav- 
ing blankets all were taken except one, and 
those having none were turned in without 
ashredof covering. ., 
This was the official act of a general offi- 
cer of the army of a nation whose philan- 
thropic horror overflowed in execration of 
the South because,in the almost tropical 
climate of Southern Georgia, the Federal 
prisoners were not provided with close 
sheiter. Go tell the story to the soldier— 
to men who laugh at roofs in tenfold harder 
climates; but do not name it in the hearing 
of the men who writhed their frozen limbs 
on strawless boards—no covering, because 
their blankets had been taken from them 
at the gate—no beds, because they were so 
poor they could not buy a tick. Don’t 
speak the idle words where they can hear, 
lest they shall say what they would have 
given to exchange the Christian hospitalit 

of a Northern prison, the agony of cold, 
the weary night, the blighted limb quiver- 
ing beneath the surgeon’s knife—such to- 
kens of humanity as these for even a life- 
time of exposure to the warm rain and 
open air of Georgia. 

When the Nashville prisoners came in, 
stripped of their last hope of comfort, 
the writer greeted, for the first time in 
many months,two men of his own regi- 
ment and company—one of them of his own 
old mess. The barrack he occupied was 
that allotted to the prison surgeons, the 
paradise of Wittle Dixie, inasmuch as it 
was the only building, except the sutler’s, 
in which fires were allowed to burn all 
night. Being comparatively near to home 
and friends, he enjoyed many advantages 
foreign to the lot of the great mass of his 
companions, and by fair use of his good 
fortune, he was in possession of six heavy 
blankets. The guards were forbidden to 
molest the surgeon’s quarters, or he would 
not have remained so rich amid so much 
poverty. But there were several surgeons 
who did not have blankets enough to keep 
them warm by night; these built them a 
bunk near the stove, and took watch by 
turns, sitting up through the night in re- 
liefs of two to keep the stove red hot, so 
that the remaindercould double the blan- 
kets and sleep the sleep of rest. 

A stove red hot all night, necessarily 
raised the temperature of our quarters

And it is charged that these corrupt men

A few days back, we stated that we 
thought it due to General Jordan, to sus- 
pend judgment upon the charge against 
him of treachery.

He 
acquired an absolute influence over the 
King; was raised to the highest and most 
jucrative offices in the royal gift, and 
ruled Spain for ten years, until he was 
swept away by Napoleon I. The Prin- 
cess, who died the other day, ‘was Maria 
Teresa de Bourbon, Charles’ niece.

General Sickles’ Note. 


‘Wan Obcadlonal! Corfespondent ” of he 
London Times, writing fepum Marie J 


tember, 25, are: 
General Sickles’ note is a long document, 
in the most respect. 
pen guele. is full of re- 
monstrances and appeals ch are rarely 
seen in official communications between 
friendly Powers. With some ple there 
is nothing like plain speaking, and the 
American Government seems to have 
thought so of the Spaniards, for the notes, 
in reality, a dressing such as Spanish pride 
never received before. I am not quita sure 
that it does not go a little too far in this re- 
spect, or whether the government of Wash- 
ington would have ventured a similar note 
to any other Power but Spain, whith she 
knows isin,no position to resent it; con- 
sidering the work she has now op hand in 
Cuba, and the desperate state of affairs in 
the Peninsula. General Sickles reminds 
the Spanish Government of the scrupulous 
manner in which the Government of the 
United States have hitherto observed the 
laws of international neutrality, and of the 
ains they have taken to put 
own and prevent  filibustering, as 
proof of their reluctance to embarrass 
Spain in the effort to retain her 
ancient possession. He argues that if they 
had acted upon recent precedents laid 
down by some of the nations of Europe, 
they would have recognized the Cuban 
insurgents as belligerents long ago, for the 
latter bad managed to resist for over 11 
months all the force Spain had been able 
to bring against them to reduce them to 
allegiance, and over which forces they had 
gained at times some considerable success- 
es. He hints at the fact that, with two- 
thirds of the Island in the power of the 
revolters, they ought hardly to be styled 
rebels or insurgents, but that they ought 
to be looked upon as a people struggling 
‘for their independence. He alludes to the 
crowing force of public opinion in the 
States in favor of recognition, an opinion 
the Government may find it impossible to 
restrain, etc. But the most serious part of 
his note is his allusion to the manner in 
which the war is, and has for some time. 
past, been conducted. He condemns in 
strong lauguage the cruelties and barbari- 
tics of the military executions, always 
summary, and often without due inquiry. 
He tells the Spanish Government that the 
Cubans, even though they be in revolt, are 
brave men struggling for freedom from 
‘thirty years of colonial misrule, and their 
treatment when the fortune of war throws 
them into the hands of the Gevernmental 
forces ought not to be such as to shock hu- 
manity, but such as benefitted the rulers 
of a great country. He cites the case of 
American citizens, frequently non-com- 
batants, Who on mere suspicion have been 
executed, and Calcio ag | two who were 
lately shot ‘at Santiago de Cuba, without 
any form of trial whatever. He sugyests 
to the Spanish Government that they 
should not be hard with a brave people, 
who are only trying to do what Spain her- 
self did on the 29th of last September— 
namely, throw off a yoke which had be- 
come irksome to her, and for which the 
United States Government was the very 
first of all the other governments to recog- 
nize the revolution. He speaks of the par- 
alyzation of the immense trade of the ta- 
land of Cuba, in which there are so many 
American interests involved, and hints at 
the continuance of the war, with its waste 
and desolation, leading to its complete and 
utter destruction. All these considerations 
seem to be forcing public opinion in the 
States in the directlon of a bestowal of bel- 
ligerent rights on the Cubans which the 
Government may find themselves unable 
to resist. He concludes by telling them he 
speaks frankly “as a soldier to soldiers,” 
and trusts his counsels will be taken into 
consideration.

George Francis — on the Situa- 
tion. 


George Francis ‘ain addressed a very 
respectable assemblage of moneyed men, 
bankers, and brokers, on the situation of 
affairs, at the Fifth Avenue Hotel last 
evening. Mr. Train wes evidently taken 
by suprise when calle? upon, but always 
being ready to express himself, he quickly 
responded to the demand made upon him, 
and spoke as follows : 

You say that the panic is over.- It is not 
commenced [sensation]. Is your country 
richer than before the war? Does the 
killing of one million of your youth, the 
destruction of five thousand millions worth 
of property, add to the nation’s wealt,’ 
[Sensation.] You callme insane. Were 
I as insane as you are, like Speyers, I 
would ask some one to shoot me [loud 
laughter.] Read my gold speech over four 
years ago. Read my speech delivered two 
years ago inthe Stock Exchange. Did I 
not foretell plainly what was to come to 
pass? And so will I do again, ‘The 
panic, I repeat, is not yet begun. You lay 
all the blame on the gold gamblers. What 
ignorance! The Government is the chief 
gambler. It is the Government, I say, 
which cries stinking fish on its own credit, 
by paying the soldiers’ widows in green- 
backs, and the foreigners who supplied the 
bullets to shoot those soldiers in gold. 
(Sensation.] You are selling bitch pups 
and stuffed and paper dogs for gold 
pointers and greyhounds. Loud laughter. ] 
On Friday last you bought and sold $500,- 
000.000 in gold, and there are not more 
than $150,000,000, in specie in the en- 
tire country. Allow me togive to you a 
brief view of your financial condition and 
prospects. In 1860-61 gold to the amount 
of $500,000,000 was transferred from this 
coantry to the vaults of English Bankers. 
Now, in arranging exchange, New Orleans 
draws on New York at sixty days, New 
York on London at sixty, which counting 
twenty-five days more taken up in crossing 
the ocean, gives 145 days before the cash 
comes back into the hands of the American, 
while it only takes forty-five days to go to 
London, sell, and remit, so that the 
Iinglish bankers have the clear use of the 
money for 100 days. 

Let Grant demand instant payment of 
the Alabama claims, or offer the alternative 
—war. [Excitement among the English 
brokers.| Otherwise let him drive out the 
British Minister, and tear down the British 
Consulate. [More excitement ameng the 
Kinglishmen.] You will find that itisas I 
tell.you. This Wall street panic came 
from London. The flame was fann by 
Peter B. Sweeny and other enemies o: the 
country, in order to affect the coming slvc- 
tion, and get possession of the Uniiod 
States Treasury. Again, I say that the 
Government is the great gold gambler, and 
that fact answers for all. I challenge an 
one to confute my statements, and I wih 
it distinctly understood that my ideas are 
not new and unfledged ; for four davs be- 
fore the memorable Friday, as Israel 
Freyer, in a conversation with the editor of 
the Sun, I gave him my anticipations of 
the coming panic, which now excites the 
street and bears so heavily on the com- 
merce of the land.
